With a smile, McCullough said that DeCosta 
could be found on summer evenings sitting in Shipyard 
Park with members of the community sharing “remember 
when” stories and listening to the concerns of the resi- 
dents.

Rochester Gets Third CARES check 
By Mick Colageo 

Plymouth County Commissioner Jared Valanzola 
and County Treasurer Tom O’Brien were in Rochester on 
April 30 to present Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
a check for $113,132.25, the town’s third COVID-19 reim- 
bursement check under the CARES Act. 

The funds cover approximately $60,000 for 
Rochester’s contribution to the school lunch program, the 
message board in town, and various types of personal 
protective equipment related to non-budgeted, pandem- 
ic-related expenses. Rochester’s total allocation under the 
CARES Act is $825,000; the town has made five submittals 
for reimbursement, two that are outstanding. 

“We've been able to function because of this mon- 
ey,” said Szyndlar. “We are extremely grateful, and we 
thank everyone for working so hard on our behalf.” 

The program is administered locally by Plymouth 
County and spends less than 1 percent for administration, 
according to O’Brien. 

“We can do that because of our towns.... I can 
pick up the phone and call,” he said. “I know how hard 
Suzanne and her team work. They were faced with a vast 
number of rules and regulations that they had to address 
immediately, and we recognize, as the commissioners 
stepped up to the plate, they needed some support. 

“The commissioners took a bold step and took 
the $90 million that was authorized under the (federal) 
CARES Act to administer to 27 communities of Plymouth 
County.” 

O’Brien estimates that towns applying for CARES 
Act COVID-related reimbursement funds have received 
more than twice as much funding as those communities 
that declined and opted to deal directly with the state. 

He publicly thanked Senator Michael Rodrigues and 
Representative William Straus for their support of the 
county-administered program that offers more direct and 
immediate communication and a more widespread man- 
agement. 

“A worldwide pandemic is something that we 
never thought we would be persisting over a year lat- 
er, but here we are,” said Valanzola. “I know Plymouth 
County; both my predecessor board and the current board 
have been happy to offer at least some semblance of good 
news in what's really been a dour and unfortunate year.”

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measure was already in place. 

“We do have some projects that have been sitting 
on the books for quite a long time, and we have no re- 
course to take that money back,” said McGrail. 

“Some of these projects can drift and we lose track 
of them, and if there’s a time limit, then it’s understood 
between both parties,” said FinCom member Margie Bald- 
win. 

The article’s success at the May 10 Town Meeting 
would not have retroactive effect, nor does it affect CPC 
articles to be presented for voter approval on May 10. 

“The reason we didn’t include the language in the 
articles for this year is because, if this doesn’t pass, it would 
jeopardize those projects moving forward,” said McGrail. 
“This is more about cleaning it up for the future.” 

According to FinCom Chairman Peter Winters, the 
bike path article will be two years old in June. 

“T think this is a good idea. I don’t think it has any 
financial impact other than it makes things more efficient 
and we don’t have lingering projects out there from 20 
years ago that people no longer need or want,” said Win- 
ters. 

Article 38 will come to Town Meeting with the 
voted recommendation of the Finance Committee, which 
made no recommendation on several other warrant articles 
reviewed by McGrail because they make no financial im- 
pact to the town. 

Having voted to offer either no recommendation 
or approval on Articles 39, 40, 41, 42, and 43 because those 
articles pose no financial impact on the town, the commit- 
tee completed its FY22 mission. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance Commit- 
tee was not scheduled at adjournment. A special meeting 
was discussed between the committee, McGrail, and Select- 
man John Waterman to examine the contractual agreement 
that the town has with the Old Rochester Regional School 
District. 

According to McGrail, ORR did not have final 
approval from the state Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education (DESE) and therefore could not get 
the agreement onto the May 10 Town Meeting warrant. 

The primary changes proposed by ORR are chang- 
ing over to a five-year rolling average assessment meant 
to minimize volatility faced by the three towns during the 
budget process and the establishment of a stabilization 
fund. 

“That’s my concern, having them in charge of

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debt,” said Winters. “Why would we give up our voting 
rights?” 

Waterman pointed out that anything that the ORR 
District does has to pass through all three towns. He said 
that, while Marion and Mattapoisett voted to support the 
rehabilitation of the high school track, Rochester did not. 

“In fairness to them, they do need to put in a 
mechanism that gives them a little more ability to do 
things like borrow money or invest capital without hav- 
ing to get all three towns to approve,” said Waterman. “I 
think, if it’s debt, all three towns have to approve it, but 
then it also has to be voted on at the polls and it has to 
pass by a 50-percent margin, so it’s hard for them to get 
anything done right now.” 

Waterman said that DESE has approved ORR’s 
proposal, so DESE would have to approve any tweaks 
negotiated by the Tri-Town, so he expects any changes 
would take a while.

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ings dissected finance reports, consultants’ studies, and 
departmental needs analyses, and debated at least a few 
controversial topics. Two Water and Sewer Department 
projects raised concerns during the April 29 meeting of 
the Mattapoisett Finance Committee. 

The members systematically reviewed each war- 
rant article needing their comment at Town Meeting, but 
when they reached Article 24, Transfer of Funds for New 
Project Funding, a sum to be used for sewer main line 
improvements across the Eel Pond breach, Finance Com- 
mittee member Tyler Macallister spoke strongly against 
spending money on a plan that would leave the line in its 
current location. 

“T’ll be speaking against anything other than 
bringing it down Route 6,” Macallister firmly assured the 
committee. He said that years ago, when he was a sitting 
selectman, the discussion had always been the importance 
of moving the main line from the environmentally sensi- 
tive location. 

“We were always told we were one storm away 
from catastrophe,” he said, painting the dire state the 
town would be in with a rupture of the line, which would 
not only impact the waterfront, but the entire community. 
“We'd have to use trucks to take the waste to Fairhaven.” 
Macallister said that a Transportation Improvement Proj- 
ect (TIP) is planned for Route 6, and thus the sewer line 
should be moved along that roadway before construction 
takes place. 

In a follow-up, Macallister said the Board of 
Selectmen during his tenure “looked at this between 2007 
and 2014,” and that discussions were centered on moving 
the line from the beach and trestle bridge. 

The Sewer Department’s current plan would take 
approximately $600,000 in savings from several complet- 
ed projects to pay design costs for the Eel Pond sewer 
line. Though no note was taken, the committee members 
agreed that additional study is needed before the project 
moves forward. 

In Article 11 covering Capital Plan Funding, both 
the Water and Sewer Departments would be shouldering 
50 percent for design costs for a new overall departmental 
headquarters involving land owned by the town in the 
Bay Club subdivision. Each enterprise fund would pay 
$25,000 for a total of $50,000 for the plan. FinCom Chair- 
man Pat Donoghue voiced her concern: “I’m troubled 
about moving ahead with funding on land that’s pretty 
valuable. We have other needs.”

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Back to the beginning of the meeting and the war- 
rant articles. 

Article 1, Elected Officers Compensation, Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco noted the overall increas- 
es were 2 percent with the exception of the town clerk, 
whose salary is being increased from $63,800 to $70,000 to 
bring the position more in line with other communities. 
Conversely, the salary being proposed for the highway 
surveyor, a position that will see a new staff member with 
the retirement of Barry Denham, is being decreased from 
$90,958 to $75,000. Lorenco said the Board of Selectmen 
felt a new hire would not have the level of experience 
that the outgoing surveyor brought to the job and thus a 
decrease is in order. The members voted to recommend. 

Article 2, General Operating Budget for FY22, 
$29 894,778, was also voted for recommendation. Article 
No. 3, Payment of Prior Year Bills, a sum of $25,699 was 
explained as part of a reconciliation with the solid-waste 
contractor ABC Disposal Service, Inc. Lorenco called it a 
“righting of the ship.” 

Article 4, Appropriation for OPEB (other post-em- 
ployment benefits) in the sum of $179,100, was recom- 
mended by FinCom for a reserve fund established to help 
pay for benefit obligations to retiring municipal employ- 
ees from various departments. From that total appropri- 
ation, $140,000 will be earmarked for the town — $10,000 
for Mattapoisett’s share of ORR liability, as well as $4,100 
from Sewer Retained Earnings and $25,000 from Water 
Retained Earnings. 

Article 5, Revolving Fund Authorization totaling 
$300,000 authorizing expenditure limits, was recommend- 
ed. Article No. 6, Cyclical Annual Property Revaluation 
and Town Mapping, $36,000, was also recommended 
for the purpose of funding the Department of Revenue 
mandated cyclical revaluation of property and mapping 
updates. 

Article 8, Water Reserve Account, $10,000, es- 
tablishes a fund for unforeseen expenses. Article No. 9 
establishes the same amount with the same purpose. Both 
were recommended by FinCom. 

Article 11, Capital Planning Fund, $479,889 with 
$294,889 from free cash, $90,000 from Water Retained 
Earnings, and $95,000 from Sewer Retained Earnings, was 
recommended. The article lists the following expendi- 
tures: $42,889for local school phone upgrades; $18,500for 
library roof and skylight repairs; $85,000 for Highway 
Department sidearm mower attachment; $14,500 for Fire

Department pontoons for boat; $54,000 for Long Wharf 
grant match; $25,000 for local schools floor tile replace- 
ments; $55,000 for a police cruiser. Water Department 
expenditures are well upgrades for $30,000; new building 
design (50-percent share) for $25,000; new truck (50-per- 
cent share) for $35,000. Sewer Department expenditures 
are lift station upgrades for $35,000; new building design 
(50-percent share) for $25,000; and new truck (50-percent 
share) for $35,000. All were recommended. 

Articles 13, 14, and 15, Allocation of Revenues 
Community Preservation Act, covers grant applications 
recommended by the Community Preservation Commit- 
tee and the FinCom. Those requests are $35,000 from the 
Mattapoisett Historical Museum for repairs to the front 
entranceway, $20,000 for the funding of Cushing Cem- 


etery Records from hardcopy to digital formatting, and 
$20,000 for the ORR Press box, also supported by funds 
from Marion and Rochester. 

Article 18, Meals Tax Statue, though not part of 
FinCom’s watch, inspired a bit of lively discussion when 
Donoghue wondered if the voters have received sufficient 
notification that a tax on meals at local venues is being 
proposed. Lorenco said that the new revenue generated 
from the tax would be 75 cents on $100 spent. 

Article 19, Town Road Improvement Plan Fund- 
ing, $450,000 was recommended by the FinCom. The 
sum will be used to fund the 75-percent design needed to 
qualify for federal grant monies. It will be paid for by debt 
exclusion, Lorenco explained, or other funding means.

River Road Residents Roost on Parking 
Marion Board of Selectmen

Residents of River Road, which runs perpen- 
dicular from Route 6 along the Weweantic and Sippican 
rivers near the Wareham town line, petitioned the Board 
of Selectmen during its May 4 meeting to attach stipula- 
tions to its issuance of an alcohol license to Stone Rooster 
Hospitality. 

The applicant for an on-premises, all-alcohol 
license aims to revive the location once known as Gilda’s, 
27 Wareham Road (Route 6), at the mouth of River Road. 

Neighbors insist they are not against the revival 
of the business but only want to take what they see as 
a now-or-never opportunity to curb what they fear will 
become an overflow parking situation. 

“It’s not the plan, it’s the three cars halfway 
through the evening that park on the shoulder and create 
the potential crisis,” said Christopher Collings, a member 
of the Planning Board, who lives on River Road. “We’re 
hopeful that while we move forward here that ... the ap-

plicant makes an overt gesture” to ensure parking will not 
hinder River Road egress. 

The selectmen visited the site on Tuesday, met the 
new owners, and discussed the need for a parking plan 
that they say will be established with the certificate of 
occupancy filed with the building commissioner. 

Selectman John Waterman said the plan will 
demonstrate the ability to match the occupancy of the 
building. He further stated his intention to “let [the neigh- 
bors] know that we’re going to be paying attention and 
remind them that these liquor licenses come up annually.” 

The all-liquor license was unanimously approved, 
but Town Administrator Jay McGrail told the neighbors 
that all three selectmen “are not against this conversation” 
and that the matter of parking at the site will be taken up 
with the police chief and will be added to a future Board 
of Selectmen agenda. 

In a public hearing continued from April 20, a 
proposed propane storage business, Papa’s Real Estate, 
LLC, that is requesting a special permit at 0 Luce Avenue 
asked for a continuance while working with its engineer 
to satisfy some of the concerns that came up in the last 
hearing. The hearing will take place on June 15 at 6:05 pm 
at the Music Hall. 

The third public hearing of Tuesday’s meeting 
was a 49-minute run through of the 51-article warrant for 
the May 10 Annual Town Meeting to be held at Sippican 
School. 

McGrail said just under 100 have signed up to 
attend, and those wishing to do so should reach out to 
Town Clerk Lissa Magauran.

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seated in the main auditorium, while others will have the 
opportunity to attend in the school’s library or cafeteria, a 
location to be determined in a meeting Friday. 

Article 4, the Sewer Enterprise Fund, will ask vot- 
ers to authorize an 8.08-percent increase in lagoon project 
debt. As mitigation, the town has allocated $225,000 from 
free cash as an offset and has also applied for a state grant 
program meant to assist in the long term. 

Corresponding Article 20 asks voters to provide 
$2,740,000 for the lining of Sewer Lagoon 1 as required 
by the Administrative Order on Consent issued by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. McGrail says the orig- 
inal estimate of 300 tons of sludge was later revealed to 
be 1,000 and may end at a total of 1,300 tons. Some of the 
sludge has been hauled to Canada. McGrail said Marion 
has received $250,000 of $2 million in grant money the 
town hopes to receive within the next year or two. “Noth- 
ing is guaranteed ... that debt would minimize what we 
have to borrow here,” he said. 

Magauran was on hand to announce that in-per- 
son voting for the Town Election will begin on Monday, 
May 10, and run through Thursday, May 13. Regular 
voting will be held on Friday, May 14, at the Cushing 
Community Center. 

“T don’t think we’re going to have a huge crowd 
anyway, but it’s just for people who don’t feel comfortable 
yet,” she said, estimating a 15-20 percent voter turnout. 

The selectmen voted to approve her plan to open 
the polls on May 14 at 8:00 am and close the polls at 7:00 
pm.

Town Not Ready to Agree on RMS 
Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen wants more 
time to digest the Rochester Memorial School agreement. 

“Tt doesn’t make sense to us the way the numbers 
line up,” said Town Counsel Blair Bailey, explaining to the 
selectmen during their May 3 meeting that Town Admin- 
istrator Suzanne Szyndlar “ran the numbers” and came to 
the same conclusion. “I guess the best way to put it [is] we 
have some questions about the dollars of the deal.” 

Selectman Woody Hartley suggested Bailey and 
Szyndlar get together with ORR School District Facilities 
Director Gene Jones “and hash it out until you’re comfort- 
able.” 

“T would like to hear from the highway surveyor 
on the new deal with (solar) canopies there,” said Select- 
man Brad Morse, referencing pertinent issues such as life

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expectancy of the parking lot underneath and its main- 
tenance. He questioned the power amount, saying it is 
based on an assumption and suggested that the payment 
in lieu of taxes (PILOT) amount comes under the purview 
of the Assessors’ Office. 

Morse also articulated concern with neighbors, 
alluding to a prior problem with abutters when the school 
building addition was done. Hartley said those problems 
were remedied. 

“I’m trying to avoid conflicts so we don’t end up 
in a two or three-year battle,” said Morse, who ran the 
meeting as Vice Chairman because Chairman Paul Cia- 
burri was attending remotely. 

Ciaburri questioned the PILOT program and the 
cost of the electricity. “I would like to see more informa- 
tion about that and have the highway surveyor talk to us 
about snow removal,” he said. 

Bailey said that from a zoning standpoint, solar 
power is technically an allowed use. 

The selectmen agreed to continue the discussion 
at a later date when they have the needed information. 

The selectmen voted to sign the Annual Town 
Meeting Warrant and voted to accept a SEMASS PILOT 
payment of $340,260. 

In her Town Administrators Report, Szyndlar re- 
ported an expression of interest for feedback on the report 
from a feasibility study that SRPEDD representative Eric 
Arbeen helped Rochester undergo. She said that the full 
application for the study can be submitted between May 3 
and June 4.

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Hall on April 30 to present Rochester’s third CARES Act 
reimbursement check in the amount of $113,132. Szyn- 
dlar said she expects the town will file a total of seven 
submissions and noted that a new program called the 
American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) will draw from a $1.9 
billion appropriation, including $3.6 billion earmarked for 
state and local governments.

line will operate from March 3, 2021 to December 21, 2024. 

Libraries and schools will get their own ARPA 
funding and, unlike via the CARES Act, will administer 
the program separately from the towns. 

The selectmen voted to approve Police Chief Rob- 
ert Small’s recommendation that part-time officer Austin 
Alves be hired as a full-time police officer. Small said that 
Alves worked for over a year as a part-time officer and 
described him as diligent in his working and learning. 
Alves is also an EMT with a Bachelor’s in Criminal Jus- 
tice.

Apologies it’s not as momentous over 
Zoom.” 

Hartley addressed the recent appearance of com- 
mercial advertising on telephone poles all over Rochester.

Morse recommended mailing the company a citation. 

In other business, the selectmen approved a do- 
nation of $24,253 from the SEMASS request fund that will 
address, among other requests, police vests at $8,000, plus 
other police equipment, and requests of $2,728 and $3,000 
from the Park Department. 

The selectmen also voted to approve two ranges 
seeking to renew their operating permits, and it was de- 
cided to forego plans for a 2021 Memorial Day celebration 
and instead key on Veterans Day in the fall.

Plan of Record Put to Test 
Marion Planning Board 
By Mick Colageo 

The owner of the Dunkin’ establishment at 450 
Wareham Street went before the Marion Planning Board 
on May 3 seeking minor alterations to a site plan that had 
been awarded a special permit. 

The signature change is the elimination of the 
word ‘Donuts’ from the Dunkin’ brand. As tweaked, the 
letters of the new sign over the front doors will be slightly 
smaller than the 16-inch letters prescribed in the site plan. 
Other essential changes include a canopy over the menu 
board, digital letters at the drive-thru, and interior rede- 
sign elements that do not fall into the board’s purview. 

Project representative Luis Bettencourt told the 
board the owner is looking to tweak the plan of record. 
“We don’t like that ‘gauntlet gray’ that has been provid- 
ed,” he said, alluding to intentions of choosing an al- 
most-white shade of gray on the exterior of the building. 

Members of the board took no issue with the stat- 
ed changes but did have a problem with contradictions on 
the plan of record. 

Andrew Daniel sought to clarify what was ap- 
proved versus the plan’s call for building signage such 
as “Marion runs on Dunkin,” and “Fresh is around the 
corner,” and other elements not in synch with the stipula- 
tions of the permit. 

“Purple door handles aren’t exactly ‘Cape Cod 
colors,” said member Norm Hills. “I want to see a plan 
that doesn’t have that stuff. ... | want something that codi- 
fies exactly what we’re agreeing to so in the future there’s 
no second guessing.” 

Bettencourt said those elements will not be part of 
the construction, and he was not aware of the coffee cup 
on the exterior sign. He was hoping his email on the mat- 
ter would save the expense of hiring an architect to revise 
the site plan to local specifications. 

He further recommended the board visit the 
Dunkin’ off the rotary where Route 28 converges with 
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Routes 18 and 44 in Middleborough. 

Town Planner Gil Hilario suggested that, if 
the Planning Board deems the requested changes to be 
categorically minor, then Building Commissioner Scott 
Shippey can rule on the matter and the board can apply 
conditions. 

“I think you do need to have plans that show the 
options you’re going to choose, not three options,” said 
Hills, who suggested providing the drawings with a letter 
stating the exceptions. “That would be acceptable.” 

Chairman Will Saltonstall recommended a PDF 
file of the drawings marked up so the Planning Board will 
have a plan of record. 

Poyant Signs is working with the applicant and 
will apply for the signage permit, according to Betten- 
court. 

Outside the building, Daniel also noticed 
that trash receptacles were recently removed from the 
drive-thru path, resulting in litter. 

The most-serious concern was not on the agenda, 
as Saltonstall said that traffic on the site is backed out onto 
Route 6. “Not once in a while,” he stressed. “If the popu- RIVERSHOPS 
larity of this site continues to grow and the density of this 
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site grows, we may See a serious accident.” 

Hills noted a friend’s vehicle was hit by some- 
body trying to get into the Dunkin’ parking lot, while 
Daniel noted the extreme turn for cars heading east on 
Route 6. 

Bettencourt said that the owner of the Dunkin’ 
also owns the property next door to the right and will 
examine the traffic flow. 

“There is nothing wrong with saying, “This was 
approved, but things have changed.’ ... Take a step back 
and say, ‘How can we make it safer?’” said Daniel. 

The board voted to consider the requested chang- 
es to Dunkin’s special permit to be minor. The board will 
send a letter to Shippey, and the owner will provide a 
final set of plans. 

A continued public hearing on a definitive subdi- 
vision plan on County Road near the Rochester town line 
per applicant Todd Zell was represented by Dave Davi- 
enon of Schneider, Davignon, & Leone, Inc. 

Davignon requested several waivers that were 
discussed in detail, none of which emerged as sticking 
points. But, citing the number of waivers, Saltonstall said 
he would like more time to look them over. The Planning 
Board voted to continue the public hearing to the board’s 
May 17 meeting at 7:05 pm. 

Referencing a 2018 report, member Eileen Marum 
said that pesticides were found in Wareham’s drinking 
water and asked Davignon for assurance that the well 
water is free of pesticides. Davignon discussed the per- 
mitting process, including testing at a local laboratory. A 
failure, he said, would require a new location at greater 
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depth. 

“T’ve yet to see a site not be able to get potable 
water, but there have been issues with cranberry bogs 
— I’m curious if those sites were downgradient or upgra- 
dient,” said Davignon. “You cannot get a building permit 
unless you can show the Board of Health you can get 
(clean) water.” 

Davignon added that Zell and his brother built 
18 years ago on adjacent lots, and he is not aware of any 
issues. 

No one answered the call for public comment. 

In a continued public hearing for a special permit 
and major site plan review submitted by applicant Sher- 
man Briggs and Hamblin Homes, Inc. for construction of 
28 townhouses at Spring and Mill Streets, Briggs made a 
point of inviting Planning Board members for a site visit. 

A visit was tentatively scheduled for Friday, May 
7, at 11:00 am with representatives from Lakeview Engi- 
neering Associates (representing Briggs) and Beals and 
Thomas, Inc. (Town of Marion). According to Hilario, 
stormwater designs are contingent on discussions be- 
tween the two engineers. 

“From a Planning Board perspective, we can 
have the site meeting, can talk to the review engineer, and 
we re going to have a discussion. But then the ball’s in 
your court to have some pretty significant information. 
That’s my interpretation of where we are,” Saltonstall told 
Briggs and Steve Poole of Lakeview Engineering Associ- 
ates, who represented Briggs at Monday’s meeting.

of requests. Normally, when a request for delineation of a 
resource area is made, the commission will seek the assis- 
tance of an independent peer-review consultant to create 
their own delineation of the wetlands area that can then 
be compared to that submitted by the applicant. In addi- 
tion, abutters to the area would be notified and have an 
opportunity to review the delineation as well. In this case, 
the proposal submitted by Lewis did not include his own 
wetlands delineation and instead only portrayed areas 
along the tracks that would be either sprayed by pesticide 
or avoided. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon agreed that 
a Request for Determination of Applicability is normal- 
ly not used for wetland delineation, but there are other 
communities that do follow that procedure. Ultimately, 
Farinon contacted the Department of Environmental 
Protection to try and best determine the proper procedure 
for this unique filing. Farinon told commission members 
that it would be ideal to amend the filing to exclude the 
wetlands demarcation, as it is not needed for the kind of 
work that was proposed by the applicant. 

Farinon further explained that a letter or an addi- 
tion to the meeting minutes could include a note that the 
wetland boundaries shown in the plan are only to be used 
for vegetation management and herbicide spraying. That 
way, the delineation of wetlands on the plans would not 
constitute an official record of the wetlands in the area. 

Commission member Kevin Thompson suggest- 
ed that a letter be included with the filing to clear up 
any confusion surrounding the application. In addition, 
Thompson explained that the inclusion of the letter could 
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make it easier for Lewis to go forward with these applica- 
tions in the future and with other conservation commis- 
sions throughout the commonwealth. 

With that, the Rochester Conservation Commis- 
sion voted to issue a negative determination of applicabil- 
ity for the project, allowing Lewis to move forward with 
his plans to spray along the railroad tracks. 

The next Rochester Conservation Commission 
meeting is scheduled to be held via Zoom on Tuesday, 
May 18, at 7:00 pm. 


Subcommittee Reports on Police Fleet 
Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee 
By Marilou Newell 

On April 28, the Mattapoisett Capital Planning 
Committee reconvened to continue its discussions on 
items believed critical to capital planning processes mov- 
ing forward. 

During previous meetings, several committee 
members were dispatched to research expenditures or 
future municipal needs such as facilities maintenance, 
renovations and rehabilitation projects, and to obtain asset 
maintenance records for the fleet of vehicles assigned to 
the Police Department. 

It was good news from members Mike Rosa and 
Mike Dahill, who spearheaded the collection of data 
currently available for the Police Department fleet. The 
members met with Police Sargent Justin King and Police 
Chief Mary Lyons, saying it was a good meeting and that 
the department had been very open during their discus- 
sion. 
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Dahill said they learned that the costs of new 
vehicles are partly driven by the fact that equipment isn’t 
always transferrable from a vehicle being retired to a new 
one coming into the fleet. He said that the union contract 
negotiation does grant certain officers the privilege of tak- 
ing a vehicle home, but with the concession of a decreased 
or deducted allowance in another area such as uniforms. 

Rosa said the department is keeping good main- 
tenance records and other data that will be useful when a 
vehicle is targeted for replacement. The team also was in- 
formed by the Police Department that the average vehicle 
mileage per year is 20,000. Chairman Chuck McCullough 
said of Police Department vehicles, “I’d like to see them 
hit 100,000, not just replace them very three years.” 

Regarding unmarked vehicles obtained from the 
state via a program that passes along seized vehicles that 
have been involved in crimes to police departments, Rosa 
said the police chief preferred to keep the number and 
identification of those vehicles anonymous “for obvious 
reasons.” But McCullough thought that the maintenance 
and other costs need to be included for a full picture of all 
department expenses. The committee agreed it is time to 
revisit the town’s vehicle policy. 

Other items that the Police Department needs to 
plug into the 10-year plan are a motorcycle, body camer- 
as, and telephones, the committee learned. 

The wide-open umbrella of infrastructure, accord- 
ing to McCullough, covers everything from telephone 
systems and computers to roads, bridges, culverts, munic- 
ipal water and sewer systems, and municipal buildings. 
McCullough said it was time to invite Bonne DeSousa 
to a meeting to discuss costs associated with the bike / 
pedestrian path. “We need to find out who owns the bike 
path,” said McCullough, stating the importance of putting 
it on the plan and understanding both scheduled and 
unexpected maintenance requirements and any associated 
equipment. 

On the subject of Old Rochester Regional Schools 
capital needs, McCullough said the committee should 
continue to strive towards bringing the three towns to- 
gether collaboratively with one goal being a reserve fund 
created solely to address those needs. 

Regarding the upcoming Annual Town Meeting 
on May 10, McCullough said Capital Planning will not 
be ready to roll out a 10-year plan at that time but would 
“commit to having one ready in six months.” He said that

Recurrent Continuances to Find Closure 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

Mattapoisett Planning Board member Janice Rob- 
bins expressed concern during the board’s May 3 meeting 
over what she considers endless requests from applicants 
for continuances. A continued hearing for a modification 
to a Form C Definitive Subdivision filed by Eric Medeiros 
for property located on Selha Way was scheduled, but the 
applicant asked for an extension of the application until 
August 16, and another continuance of the hearing until 
June 7, thus inspiring Robbins’ question, “Is there any 
procedure for endless continuances?” 

Chairman Tom Tucker offered, in the absence of 
a formal procedure, that the board does have the right to 
deny a request for continuance of a scheduled hearing. 

Tucker also suggested that, instead of denying the 
current request, the board could give the applicant one 
more chance and notification that further continuances 
would not be granted, an act that would send the appli- 
cant back to square one in the hearing process. 

The board members were unanimous in their 
agreement to give Medeiros one more opportunity to 
have his request heard and a decision rendered, but no 
further continuances. The application has been on and off 
the Planning Board docket for more than a year. 

Also seeing a change to heretofore granted al- 
lowances to subdivision developers was David Andrews 
of the Bay Club. He came before the board to request a 
“lot swap” in lieu of cash or a bond surety placed on the 
required roadway construction. 

Andrews said that the development is nearing the 
end of its 19th year of build-out with some 12 lots remain- 
ing for sale. He requested the exchange of three lots on 
White Pine Lane for two lots on High Ridge held in lieu 
of an estimated $400,000 of roadway work now pending 
completion. 

When asked if a cash surety was possible, An- 
drews said that the Planning Board had always been good 
to the Bay Club, but if a bond or cash surety is needed, 
“We're okay with that.” Robbins had stated that lots held 
do not represent a “real” assurance that roadways will 
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be completed and that lots held are not the norm. Board at Fy for Live Music 
members agreed to allow the lot swap this time, but re- ’ 
quested bonds or cash in the future for Bay Club. 

The board rendered its decision on a Form F Cov- 
enant for 0 Randall Road Cranberry Cove for a one-lot 
subdivision.

Her plan is to open the property to privately 
planned events at 9:00 am and close no later than 10:30 
pm, depending on the function. She told the ZBA that her 
caterers are licensed and insured. 

Rochester Fire Chief Scott Weigel spoke on the 
applicant’s behalf, having met last spring with the family. 
“They’ve done everything I’ve asked them to do,” said 
Weigel, who conducted a safety inspection. “I will do the 
same this year.” 

Nonetheless, ZBA Chair David Arancio, who 
serves on the board of directors of the Rochester Youth 
Baseball and offered to recuse himself if any ZBA member 
thought he should — no one did so, and Arancio stayed on 
— agreed with members Richard Cutler and Kirby Gilmore 
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that the situation is so far outside the box of anything the 
ZBA has tackled that more information is needed in order 
to judge the situation with confidence. 

Planning Board Chair Arnie Johnson, who sat in 
on the public hearing, said he was waiting for an opportu- 
nity to discuss the matter with Town Counsel Blair Bailey, 
who was not able to attend. 

Parking became a concern, but Whitney-Lawrence 
assured the board that only on one prior occasion did traf- 
fic spill out onto the street due to overflow, and steps have 
been taken to ensure that does not happen again. 

It was estimated that there are 28 parking spots 
in the back of the property and an additional 50 spots in 
the front. “If it’s a large wedding, we ask them to rent bus 
transportation,” said Whitney-Lawrence. 

While Whitney-Lawrence said she has the sup- 
port of neighbors whom she said were on the call, they 
did not speak. 

After lengthy deliberation, the board voted to 
continue the case to May 13 at 7:00 pm and will request 
Bailey’s attendance at the next hearing to address some of 
the questions posed by Johnson and ZBA members. 

In Appeal No. 1163, applicants Carl and Jennifer 
Achorn of Mattapoisett were issued a variance for relief 
under Chapter 20.40, Section D.1, for the construction of 
the single-family house on an undersized (1.35 acre) lot. 

The land, zoned for agricultural / residential use, 
was still owned at the time of the public hearing by Paul 
Chamberlain of Weymouth, and no buildings are on the 
lot at the present time. 

The Achorns wish to build a 2,200 square-foot 
house and a subsurface sewage disposal system within 
the groundwater protection zone and estimated habitat of 
rare wildlife. The dwelling as planned will exceed all the 
required setbacks. 

Abutter Nora Dupont, 182 Hartley Road, artic- 
ulated concerns with wetlands and underground water. 
“There have been things that have happened around us 
and it does cause problems. It’s unpredictable,” she told 
the ZBA. “When we bought our house ... we were told 
there would be no houses on that side because it was agri- 
cultural land and would always stay that way.” 

Despite Dupont’s objection, the board voted to 
issue the variance with the condition that the house not 
exceed 2,200 square feet. 

In other business, the ZBA reiterated its decision 
to continue reporting to the Annex building to sign case 
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Bodil Perkins recently made this book for her aunt, Ann 
Briggs, who is 90 years old and has lived in Mattapoisett 
most of her life. The book contains 42 poems and the 
library recently said it was a “delightful book” and will 
be accepting a donated copy.

Mice

Dead Man (1996). Starring Johnny Depp and Gary 
Farmer. Directed by Jim Jarmusch. Running time: 120 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. Available on streaming 
services. 

Jim Jarmusch’s Dead Man, which turns 25 in 
a week or so, is a pristine and delicate mood piece — 
or, at least, as delicate as a movie with such alarming 
incidents of violence can be. Surely it wasn’t his 
intention, but Jarmusch, in opting for black and white 
photography (world-class D.P. Robby Miiller did the 
honors, in a portfolio of lush, stark beauty that warrants 
inclusion among the all-time finest achievements of 
cinematography), found a way around the MPAA’s 
overactive gag reflex. Certainly such images as a fresh 
corpse’s skull crushed under an assassin’s heavy boot, 
followed by a sprightly dual jet of blood through the nose, 
would have dared an NC-17 rating if shot in color. 

The first five minutes — the deceptively 
lugubrious train journey of William Blake (Johnny Depp) 
to the hellish town of Machine, where an accountancy 
job supposedly awaits him — show you exactly why 
Jarmusch dismissed color this time out. Jarmusch must’ve 
seen how much fun David Lynch had with b&w portraits 
of ancient chugging machinery in The Elephant Man and 
decided to join in. Watching the black steam of the engine 
befouling the gray-metal sky as rusty gears churn, you 
may forget to breathe as you realize how seldom you see 
true examples of black-and-white artwork at the movies 
these days. Blake sits through the train ride, sometimes 
glancing out the window, sometimes leafing through a 
pamphlet with odd advertisements, often nodding off 
(the movie keeps helpfully fading to black, as if turning 
the lights out for him). Your first indication that this 
is a Jarmusch movie, and not just a radical change of 
milieu, is Crispin Glover’s appearance as a soot-covered 
engine worker who sits across from Blake and expresses 
bottomless hostility while barely maintaining a poker face. 

Blake arrives in Machine, where a towering 
Robert Mitchum (in his final screen performance — a fine 
one to go out on) points a rifle at him and denies any such 
job waiting for him. The dejected Blake detains himself 
at a boarding house with a tenuously reformed prostitute 
(Mili Avital); they are interrupted in bed by her estranged 
beau (Gabriel Byrne), leading to gunplay that results in 
two and a half corpses. The half-corpse is Blake himself, 
carrying a bullet in his frame not deep enough to kill him 


outright but too 
deep to dig out. 
The latter fact 
is discovered 
by Nobody 
(Gary Farmer), 
an Indian 
who happens 
across Blake’s 
unconscious 
body. Nobody, 
it turns out, is a scholar of poetry; hearing Blake’s name, 
he takes the white man for the William Blake — “You are a 
poet and a painter, and now, William Blake, you are a killer 
of white men.” Blake isn’t inclined to argue. He’s been 
a nobody himself; now, at least, he gets to be somebody, 
even if it’s somebody else. 

The movie proceeds slowly and digressively, 
like an Anthony Mann Western chilled out and left to 
thaw, wedded to a drizzly and mournful fuzz-guitar 
score by Neil Young; sometimes we feel it should’ve been 
titled Deadpan. As if to compensate for the inexpressive- 
by-design Depp (few actors can do as much with as little 
facial animation as Depp can) and the stoically bemused 
Nobody, Jarmusch fills this text’s margins with antic 
performers — Iggy Pop, Billy Bob Thornton, and Jared 
Harris turn up, bickering around a campfire; Alfred 
Molina, a smilingly racist trader who offers Nobody pox- 
ridden blankets and obsequiously seeks Blake’s autograph; 
Lance Henriksen is a cartoonishly vicious assassin, with 
Michael Wincott as his partner, filling the air with raspy, 
inconsequential observations. For a while the narrative 
plays out as a collection of anecdotes, a horseback road 
movie; then, as Blake draws nearer to death and makes 
it to Nobody’s village, Jarmusch goes all the way into 
mysticism and absurdity. 

I know (and have read) several people who 
have no patience for the elaborate dawdling in Dead 
Man. It’s true that if you attempt to catch it at too late an 
hour, you may nod off along with Blake — that opening 
sequence is a test. But every time I’ve seen it, I was held 
by Depp’s transformation from white-man non-entity 
to the Jarmusch version of the affectless Man With No 
Name, blandly asking an antagonist “Do you know 
my poetry?” before delivering a lead haiku. Physically 
beautiful, temperamentally reflective, “meaningless” scene 
for scene until you ponder it afterward, the film is itself a 
poem — a meditation on death that shrugs at life but then 
moves beyond a shrug. If you have the stomach for its 
wanderings, and its “poetry written with blood,” this is an 
original and masterful achievement. Dead on the surface 
(even the photography has the grim authority of the slab), 
it comes to life, vampire-like, in your head days later.

DeSousa said that the Friends of the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path had offered up to $20,000 for amenities along 
bike paths and that some of those funds could possibly 
be used to hire an expert to help guide the community’s 
safety regulations for the path. She said that the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Transportation planner was not 
able to address such concerns. Smith thinks any regula- 
tions implemented for Mattapoisett’s pathways should be 
consistent with others in the state. DeSousa said she has 
recommended to the selectmen that rules used along the 
Cape Cod Canal could work. She said it’s simply a matter 
of pedestrians keeping to the right. 

DeSousa thinks the most consistent rules are 
those already in place for riding or walking on roadways.

Cougars Finish Ahead of Schedule

The Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical 
High School golf team had 10 matches slated for the Fall 
II season, all held in April. So, on top of the fall sport 
being played at the start of spring, the Cougars had a jam- 
packed, four-week schedule. Combine that with the fact 
that Old Colony’s top six golfers were all sophomores — 
albeit a promising group for the future — and it looked 
like the Fall II season would be a learning experience for 
the Cougars above all else. 

Yet they now head into the offseason having won 
each of their regular season matches and finishing third 
in the Mayflower Athletic Conference tournament, which 
only featured two golfers per team this season instead of a 
full roster of six. 

“T didn’t anticipate this,” Old Colony golf coach 
Kathy Peterson said. “I knew the top two would be set. 
But the rest of the team, I wasn’t sure how much they 
had played in the offseason leading up. Then when you 
look at some days (this season), we had times where 
everybody shot (nine-hole rounds) under 50.” 

Peterson even recalled one match where her 
No. 6 golfer, Will Harrop, matched Old Colony’s No. 1 
golfer, Luke Butler, with 42 strokes. In between the two 
were Brady Weglowski, Ty Dumas, Michael Niemi, and 
Derek Fortunato, who all contributed to wins on multiple 
occasions throughout the season. 

“Tt was just fun to watch their excitement,” she 
said. “They work hard. I couldn’t ask for nicer kids. 
Everything is ‘please’ and ‘thank you, Coach.’ You don’t 
always get that. Even with the top two kids, there’s no 
ego.” 

While their skill will help them build on their 
success from April when high school golf season comes 
around again at the start of the 2021-22 academic year, the 
Cougars’ mental approach to the game will also play a 
big part with the lofty expectations that will follow their 
undefeated 2021 Fall II season. 

“We talk about playing hole by hole, shot by 
shot,” Peterson said. “Anybody who golfs, you’re going 
to have good and bad days.... We talk about mental 
toughness and how they approach their shots, adjusting 
club selection if they’re having a bad day because they’ re 
playing to win a hole in match play, not total score. 

“T’ll focus more on navigating match plays 
and not as much total scores, which is what they get 
hung up on. I’m also hoping to work on their chipping 
and putting. We’ll try to perfect that part of their game 
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because most of them are good out of the tee box.

Despite all the ups and downs they’ve endured 
this season, the Bulldogs have a chance to become South 
Coast Conference Blue Division champions. Faced with a 
rematch against the same Dighton-Rehoboth squad that 
blew them out to start the Fall II season, ORR turned the 
tables when it counted most on May 1. Late in the game, 
ORR quarterback Ryon Thomas connected with Ryan 
Quinlan to bring the Bulldogs within one point of tying 
the game. The Bulldogs elected to go for the two-point 
conversion, and Thomas delivered, converting to secure a 
36-35 SCC semifinal win. 

ORR gets back to work Saturday, May 8, for 
their final game of the season — a 6:00 pm meeting with 
Apponequet for the SCC Blue Division title.

After it took some time to earn their first win of 
the season, the Cougars managed to finish off their season 
with back-to-back wins. Coming off a hard-fought 20-18 
win against Upper Cape on April 23, Old Colony faced 
a Diman Vocational squad in a game that was supposed 
to be played earlier in the season.

Eastern Box Turtles program at MNHM 

The Marion Nat- 
ural History Museum 
after-school group had a 
wonderful time learning 
about the Eastern Box Turtle 
with Brian Butler of Ox- 
bow Associates, Inc. Brian 
explained why land turtles | 
are rounder than turtles that | 
live in water, and that turtles 
have been on earth for 200 
million years. Box turtles 
protect themselves by pull- 
ing their heads and legs into 
their shell and closing up, 
however they don’t move 
very fast. Although their 
shells can protect them from foxes and other predators, 
they aren’t able to protect them from the weight of a car. 
When they try to cross a roadway and a car comes along, 
their instincts tell them to close up and stay put until the 
danger goes away. Because a turtle’s spine is fused to the 
shell, if the shell gets run over and cracks they won’t sur- 
vive. If you see a box turtle trying to cross the road, please 
stop (if you can do so safely) and help move it off the road 
in the direction of where it’s headed. 

Brian showed us some of the measures that can 
be used by scientists to protect turtle nests from predators
